Night Watchman Battled 
Through Smoke, Flames 
To Warn Boys

LACOMBE, May 28.—Now that the 
excitement of the great holocaust at 
the college has subsided somewhat 
Storics of great heroism on the part 


of some of the students is made 
known, 
Emil Kaiser, a young man from 


Calgary, living on fifth floor, directed 
the trapped students down the rope 
fire escape at the risk of his own life 
With flames breaking through the 
Walls through which the rope passed 
and the roof giving momentary indic- 
ations of caving in, he stuck to his 
post and directed everyone down the 
rope. He was the last one to leave the 
burning structure and the last thing 
he did before himself descending 16 
safety was to yell down to those on 
the ground asking if anyone had been 
forgotten or if all had ben accounted 
for, He then climbed out onto the 
ledge leading to the rope escape and 
made his way through the flames to 
safety. His hands were severely burn- 
ed but he doubtlessly saved the lives 
of many of the boys, 

That a grave loss of life was averted 
was due to the presence of mind of 
Wm. Macht, the night watchman. If 
he had been in bed for three or four 
minutes it is doubtiul if any of the 20 
boys could have escaped, Macht had 
just returned to his room after his 
rounds and was taking off his shocs 
when he smelled a faint odor of 
smoke; he went down the narrow 
winding stairs to locate the origin of 
the fire but before he could ascend to
